B-36 Survivors Get Second 
Scare En Route to Air Base 


Fort Worth, Tex., Feb. IS—(AP)—A crippled plane limped into 


Carswell Air Force base last night, carrying nine survivors of a B-36 
that crashed off the western Canadian coast Monday. 


Today the survivors begin telling their story to a special board 


of inquiry, even as a desperate search continues for five men who 
also parachuted from the doomed giant bomber and have not been 
found. 


The Air Force C-54 which,, 


brought the nine back to the -arms 
of happy relatives at their'home 
base here landed with the number 
four right outboard engine feath- 
ered. The engine was cut out over 
Albuquerque on the 10-hour flight 
from McChord Air Force base, 
Tacoma, Wash., because of an oil 
leak. 


Wives, children and other rela- 


tives gathered at the edge of the 
landing field more than an hour 
before the C-54 appeared. 


Their joyful expectancy changed 


to tense apprehension as a fire 
truck wailed down the runway. 
That was the first the relatives 
knew of the emergency. Minutes 
before, ten crash and fire trucks 
had been alerted when the C-54 
reported engine trouble. 


Then the blinking light of the 


limping C-54 sailed closer and the 
craft settled down to a smooth, 
safe landing.

sentence." 


He said he used his position as 


assiAant vice president of the 
International Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company as a "cover for 
my espionage work." 


Unemotional Pica 


Vogeler's unemotional plea of 


guilty opened the second day of 
the trial in which he and six 


garians—are accused of espionage 
and sabotage. 


Vogeler. who has c-een I.T. & T. 


representative in Europe since 
1945, declared he had been a U. S. 
army intelligence officer since 
1942. As an electrical and me- 
chanical engineer, he said, "espio- 
nage in the technical field is my 
specialty." 


He testified tha* he had been 


instructed by U. S. army intelli- 
gence officers in Vienna to dig up 
special information about radar 
production, rockets, uranium and 
oil deposits in Hungary and to 
get in touch with atom physicists 
and help them escape- 


He was on the stand for two 


hours during the morning when he 
answered questions readily and 
with no signs of weariness nor 
emotion. Recalled U. the stand 
in the afternoon, he declared: 


"I am sorry for the detrimental 


deeds I com mi ted agriiist this coun- 
try and I ask for a. mild sentence."

X. Y., was arrested 
and charged with second degree 
manslaughter by District Attorney 
Frank Gulolta. who said: 


"He ran past the signal." 
Keifer was 
injured—but not 


critically—and a police guard was 
placed at his home until he could 
be moved to Nassau county jail 
for arraignment. It was metropol- 
itan New York's worst railroad 
tragedy.

Screaming victims were masked

wreck since 45 persons died April

trapped victims still echoed on the 
night air. 


An estimated 1,000 passengers 


were on the two trains when the3' 
collided at 9:3S p. m. (CSX.).

of Manhattan Island on the south 
shore of Long Island in Nassau 


The accident occurred on a 


makeshift section of track during 
a months-long grade separation 
construction job.

It was with that purpose in mind that Illinois enacted 


anti-gambling laws and that Dixon adopted anti-gambling 
ordinances. The laws and ordinances never were intended 
to break up a Saturday night poker, pinochle or bridge game 
—or canasta—in the Smith's basement or front room. 


The laws were designed to ban racketeering devices, the 


gimmicks which take corns under fraudulent circumstances. 
The ordinances were passed to suppress rackets which oper- 
ate on Barman's contribution to the book of immortal quota- 
tions: '^Never give a sucker an even break." 


Until the laws and ordinances against racketeering de- 


vices are repealed, it's the duty of the police and city officials 
to enforce them, and it's the duty of local citizens to obey 
them, although it's within the right of the latter to fight for 
their repeal. 


The situation is best defined by a concluding paragraph 


in a previous editorial in The Telegraph, a paragraph which 
State's Attorney Morey C. Pires quoted when he issued a "no- 
gambling" edict: 
4 
"The law that says there must be no gambling should be 


enforced as long as it is on the statute books. Lax enforce- 
ment of one law breeds contempt for all law." 


Meanwhile, it'd be well to keep in mind the difference 


between gambling, and racketeering, a difference which sum- 
marizes the real issues involved when it comes to the current 
situation in Dixon and Lee countv.

Claim H-Bomb 
Would Peril 
Air for Years 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE

How a hydrogen bomb's radio »c- 
m-ity can live in the air long 
after the explosion was explained 
here today by a physscist who has 
worked at the Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
atomic energy plants. 


Although this peril is great, so 


that some scientists have pre- 
dicted it will be worse than the 
bomb explosion, the reasons are 
not secret. Psysicists who know 
have not been talking. 


Today's explanation comes from 


Paul P. Elliott, assistant profes- 
sor of physics at Texas Techno- 
logical college, Lubbock, Tex. He 
gave it in answer to a series of 
questions. 


Terrific Heat. Praaure 


He said the terrific heat and 


pressure of the hydrogen bomb 
explosion, ho believes, will change 
the containing envelope of 
the 


bomb, that is. whatever It is en- 
closed in. inio a mass of radio- 
active vapor. 


"Xot only," he said, "would the 


explosion result in liberation of 
inconcelviable power and heat, but 
all 
the 
remaining 
uncombined 


atoms would become radioactive 
and emit vast amounts of high 
speed protons, neutrons, alpha 
particles and the deadly gamma 
rays (x-rays). 


"These particles and rays would 


render all substances within their 
range radioactive—water, air, soil, 
etc.;—which, in turn, would be- 
come extremely dangerous as new 
sources of deadly emanations. Just 
as any material in an atomic pile 
becomes radioactive- 


Active for Years 


"Some substances would soon 


lose their radioactivity, but others 
would continue to be radioactive 
for many years." 


This week, in New York. Dr. 


Linus Pauling, one of the world's 
best-known chemists, said the hy- 
drogen bomb radioactivity would 
be so great that no person, animal 
or plant anywhere on earth would 
be safe for years. The radioac- 
tivity would permeate the entire 
atmosphere. 


It even has been said that ag- 


gressors will not use the weapon 
for fear of the radioactivity get- 
ting back into their own coun- 
tries. 


Elliott said he believes a work- 


able plan of control of the bomb 
"becomes the condition of sur- 
vival of civilization."
